There was official reiteration that 
American naval policy has not been 
changed since the Geneva tripartite 
conference of last year, and it is un- 
derstood the notes bases the attitude 
of the United States to the Anglo- 
French understandirig. on that posi- 
tion, but does not:go into detail ‘or 
contain any counter-propositions to 
the stand taken by Great Britain and 
France.

WASHINGTON, Sept. : 26.— The 
Radio Corporation ,.of America is 
planning the establishment - of -a 
domestic radio message company in 
direct competition with the land tele- 
graphic service of the Western Union 
and Postal companies. As presented 
in. part today to the Federal Radio 
Commission, the plan contemplates 
the extension of that concern’s inter- 
national radio system from New 
York and San Francisco to thirty of. 
the principal commercial centres of 
the United States. 

Colonel Manton Davis, general 
counsel, told the commission that the 
proposed new service by radio would 
be ‘‘fully competitive with the exist- 
ing domestic wire lines companies.” 

W. A. Winterbottom, traffic man- 
ager, stated that while the Radio 
Corporation has asked for 
sixty-seven’’ short-wave channels, it 


vince. the Commission that. such--a 
domestic radio service is needed to 
distribute the transoceanic messages, 
which are being. received in this 
country. by existing stations of the 
Radio Corporation. 

No Agreement Reached, He Says. 

Mr. Winterbottom asserted that the 
Radio Corporation has not been able 
to reach any satisfactory agreement 
with the land wire telegraph com- 
panies, either to receive messages for 
the corporation or to deliver them. 
The Western Union, he testified, has 
about 25,000 offices in the, United 
States and the Postal about 3,000. 

The ‘Radio Corporation, on the 
other hand, maintains only four 
offices, situated. in New York; Wash- 
ington,' Boston and San, Francisco. 
The corporation, he continued, is at 
present receiving in the United ‘States 
about 10,000 radiograms daily over 
the Atlantic and about 2,000 over the 
Pacific. 

There is’ intense competition, Mr. 
Winterbottom declared, between the 
Radio Corporation and the cable 
companies for oceanic messages. 
When wireless first stepped upon the 
communications stage, he said, radio 
rates were considerably cheaper 
than those for cable messages, but 
the cable companies had been forced 
to reduce their rates, so that at pres- 
ent they were generally identical. 

The Radio Corporation, he contin- 
ued, wants to establish its proposed 
system of domestic radio stations, 
both for the purpose of the distribu- 
tion. of its radiograms from abroad 
and for a city-to-city service. Ninety- 
five per cent. of the international 
business of the corporation origin- 
ates, he .asserted,, in the. cities pro- 
posed to be covered. . 


Cheaper Land Tolls Predicted.

would cheapen the present land-wire 
tolls in: this country. Fac-simile

Leaders Urge Him to Reverse 
His Decision and Accept the 
Nomination for Governor. 


PARTY HEADS MEET MONDAY 


To Confer With Governor Smith on 
Make-Up of State Ticket Before 
Convention Opens, 


Franklin D. Roosevelt is again 
looming as a Gubernatorial prospect. 
Democratic leaders, including some 
from New York City, yesterday were 
trying to win his consent to become 
a candidate. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been away from 
the city for a week and it is not ex- 
pected that he will return until the 
final. gavel has fallen at the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention in Roches- 
ter next week. He is at Warm 


Springs, Ga. Before he left he made 
it very plain that he would resist to 
the utmost any attempt to ‘“‘draft’’ 
him. He told the pk leaders that 
he owed it to himself to devote all his 
efforts for the immediate future to 
the restoration of his health, which 
as broken since he suffered an 
attack of cerebral meningitis several 


years ago. 

Governor Smith will have the fina) 
say in the make-up of the Democratic 
slate. He is due in Rochester on 
Monday morning and a conference 
of State leaders has been called for 
Monday forenoon, at which it is pre- 
sumed slatemaking will be taken up 
in earnest and all places on the State 
ticket filled before the convention is 
called to order at noon by State 
Chairman M. William Bray. It was 
the consensus among the Democratic 
leaders that Mr. Roosevelt would be 
satisfactory to all concerned as head 
of the ticket and that the nomina- 
tion was his if he would signify his 
willingness to accept it. 


Expected to Stand Firm. 


Persons who are very close to Mr. 
Roosevelt expressed the opinion last 
night that he would stand by his de- 
cision not to run. In that event it is 
regarded likely that the nomination 
will go to a New York City man and 
preferably a Jew, in view of the fact 
that Albert Ottinger, a Jew, is al- 
most certain to be the Republican 
nominee for Governor. 

Herbert H. Lehman, financial di- 
rector of the Democratic National 
Committee and two years a head 
of the Governor’s Campaign Commit- 
tee, is being prominently mentioned 
in connection with the Democratic 
nomination for Governor.

Bolting Women Shy at Hoover Clubs. 


The woman vote is expected to’play 
a considerable part in the Presiden- 
tial election, and in this the Demo- 
cratic workers feel that they are 
handicapped because of the attitude 
of many women voters of their own 
party. Religion and prohibition are 
cited as the chief causes for the apos- 
tasy of women Democrats. While 
they are turning the cold shoulder to 
Democratic workers of their own sex 
who seek to align them with Smith- 
Robinson organizations, Democratic 
women are said to be reluctant to 
join Hoover clubs which the Repub- 
licans are forming. 

This slant runs through the whole 
Southern country with respect to 
both nien and women Democrats who 
have indicated that they will not vote 
for Governor Smith. Party loyalty 
has a strong hold on them in. sec- 
tions where there is marked political 
and social objection to being classed 
as Republicans. While it is evident 
that large numbers of Democrats are 
ready to vote the Republican Presi- 
dential ticket or remain away from 
the polls-as a protest against Gover- 
nor Smith's candidacy, they object to 
affillating: with Republican clubs or 
associations in any formal way. 

Outside of the advantage which the 
Republicans appear to have because 
of the opposition among women to 
Governor Smith on religious and pro- 
hibition grounds, the knowledge that 
women of the State have had of Mr. 
Hoover’s service as war-time Food 
Administrator and director of relief 
in Europe has given him’a standing 
among them that appears-to be bear- 
ing fruit in his candidacy for Presi- 
dent. 

Hoover ‘Sold’? to Women. 


As’ it was expressed to THs New 
York Trmzs correspondent, ‘‘Hoover 
has been sold to Kentucky women 
for ten years or more.’’ The trend of 
Democratic men from Governor 
Smith is said to be less marked than 
among Democratic women. 
Protestant clergymen of Demo- 
cratic affiliations are taking a prom- 
inent part in’ the opposition to Gov- 
ernor Smith, but as a rule their 
preachments against his candidacy 
are based on his wet.views and his 
connection with Tammany Hall. 
Perhaps the greatest. influence an- 
tagonistic to Governor Smith among 
church people has been that of the 
Rev. E. Y. Mullins, President of the 
Baptist. Theological Seminary at 
Louisville. A Democrat, he an- 
nounced that he would vote for Hoo- 


ver, citing the anti-prohibition and

as his motive. As most of the Bap- 
tist clergymen of the State received 
their theological education under Dr. 
Mullins, his starid is reported to be 
having a far-reaching effect against 
Governor Smith in Baptist. congrega- 
tions in Kentucky.

He was ac- 
companied by August Claessens and 
Edward Levinson, who accompanied 
him on the tour. After posing for 
pictures and greeting a number of 
friends he hurried to his home at*206 
East Eighteenth Street, where his 
wife is ill. 

“From a Socialist standpoint the 
trip was a decided success,’”’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘Meetings were good and 
generally well attended and the in- 
terest was great. As regards the 
two old parties, on both sides, open- 
ly and secretly, there is a great and 
unhealthy bigot: The three r’s— 
religion, race and rum—in the order 
named, will sway thousands upon 
thousands of voters.

Scores the Use of Religious 
Charter to Conduct Forum 
on Secular Questions. 


CITES PROPERTY EXEMPTION 


City Losing Levy on $1,000,000,000, 
Mayor Tells the Sinking 
Fund Commission. 


Churches which permit the use of 
their pulpits as political forums came 
in for a public rebuke at the hands. 
of Mayor Walker at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission. 

“Public institutions acting under 
the guise of religious organizations 
doing the work of Almighty God,’ 
said the Mayor, “which, through 
their supposed aims, obtain tax ex- 
emption from the city, only to turn 
about and use their forums for politi- 
cal purposes, ought to be made to 
pay taxes.’’ 

The Mayor’s. declaration was 
prompted by the purchase of a lease 
of city property sought by the 
Ladies’ Home Society of the Baptist 
Churches of the City of New York. 
In making his criticism, however, 
Mayor Walker praised the Baptist 
Church as a body and made it clear 
that he did not have it in mind in 
voicing his criticism. 

Sees Tax on $1,000,000,000 Lost. 

“There has been lost to the city 
taxes on $1,000,000,000 in assessed 
valuations through tax exemptions 
of patriotic, charitable and religious 
institutions,’ the Mayor declared. 
“Many of these organizations have 


gone far afield from their original 
purpose. That is so particularly of 
some religious organizations which 
have turned out to be political 
forums. Acting under the guise of 
religious organizations and doing the 
work of Almighty God they have ob- 
tained tax exemptions, whereas they 
should be returned to the tax rolls.” 

The item in which the Baptist 
home appeared concerned city-owned 
property in West Sixty-seventh and 
Sixty-eighth Streets. The city wanted 
$197,000 for its interest against an 
offer of $150,000. Andrew J. Thomas, 
architect, and William R. Conklin, 
attorney, agreed to the city’s figure. 

The Rev. Dr. Christian F. Reisner, 
pastor of the Chelsea Methodist 
Church, which last Sunday sponsored 
a discussion of the merits of Hoover 
and Smith by Mrs. Susanne West- 
ford Allen and Miss Annie Mathews, 
Register of New York County, said: 

“T believe that Mayor Walker is 
absolutely correct if a church is used 
only as a forum. The church’s busi- 
ness is to help keep its surroundings

Both Senators Gerald P. Nye 
and Lynn J. Frazier, Non-Partisan 
League Republicans, have acquiesced 
in the nomination of Hoover, and 
Fred J. Graham, Republican Na- 
ional Committeeman, has been as- 
sured that Senator Frazier will take 
the stump for the Republican candi- 
date, as he himself campaigns for 
re-election. Governor Maddock today 
would make no promise to inquirers 
that he would stump for Smith. 

The nomination of Mr. Maddock

Franklin D. Roosevelt, who put Govy- 
ernor Smith’s name in nomination at 
the Houston: convention, . told a

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Denial 
that Herbert Hoover fixed the price 
of wheat during the war was made 
by the Republican National Commit- 
tee today in a pamphlet entitled, 
‘“‘Hoover’s War Record Proves His

It is stated that Mr. Hoover ‘‘did

WALKER CONDEMNS DELAY 


Reveals That Secretary Mellon Now 
Wants Two Sites in Trade for 
iar Mall Park Space. 


Mayor Walker pledged himself last 
evening to comply with a request 
embodied in a letter from the Mer- 
chants’ Association. asking» that»he 
take the leadership in a movement 
to unite all public,.civic and ‘social 
agencies of this city in a demand 
for the removal of the old post office 
building from City Hall Park. 

Accompanying the letter to the 
Mayor was a chronological -compila- 
tion showing sixteen years ‘of inef- 
fectual effort by the city to obtain 
action by the Federal Government; 
The Mayor was asked to present this 
record to Washington in the effort 
to demonstrate that the authorities 
there had not given proper consid- 
eration to the people of the.city. 

Mayor Walker, in making the let- 
ter public, said he would lay the mat- 
ter before the Board of Estimate at 
today’s meeting and would gladly 
comply with the request that he lead 
a public movement for the early re- 
moval of the unsightly and unsani- 
tary old structure and for the 
restoration of its site to the city for 
park purposes. ‘ 

“This record of delay furnished by 
the Merchants’ Association is im- 
years the old building has been de- 
nounced by the bench and the bar 
and by scores of civic bodies as un- 
fit for occupancy. It it were used by 
any other tenant than the Federal 
Government it would long ago have 
been officially condemned. e have 
offered to the Federal Government a 
site in the new Civic Centre, near 
the County Court House, as a gift. 

“That site is appraised at a value 
of $2,250,000 and it actually cost the 
city to acquire $2,000,000. The sole 
price we exact is a guarantee that 
the old Post Office and Federal 
Courts Building be restored to the 
city, which, of course, has no use for 
it except to demolish it.’’ 

The Mayor disclosed that he had 
recently received a letter from Sec- 
retary Mellon suggesting that if the 
city wanted the building removed it 
would be necessary to provide a site 
fo ra new Federal court house and 
also a new site for a branch down- 
town postoffice. 

*‘In other words,’’ said the Mayor, 
“they now want us to provide two 
cites fo rtwo separate structures.”’ 

Mayor Walker said he had written 
to Secretary Mellon late last month 
that the city’s only price for a new 
court house site in the: Civic Centre 
would be the removal by the Federal 
Government of the old building in 
City Hall Park, the site of which was 
turned over to the Federal author-

Executive Is Indignarit ‘at the’ Cold 


Reception of Plan—Threatens 
to Sift Tax Assessments. 





After a lively conference yester- 
day in the City Hall with more than 
a hundred owners of property includ- 
ed in the area of the projected 
Forsyth-Christie Streets housing im- 
provement, Mayor Walker agreed to 
ask the Board of Estimate today to 
postpone for one week further con- 
sideration of that project. In view 
of the expressed desire of some of

Keating at what prices they would 
sell their holdings to the city, thirty- 
two ‘owners had agreed to sell at 
prices from 8 to 25 per cent. in ex- 
cess ofassessed ‘valuations; thirty- 
six at from:>26.to 50 per cent. and 
thirty-one at from 51 to 75 per cent. 
over -ywaluations, . There are 
247 els involved. 
f the letters sent out by Mr. Keat- 
ing, twenty-four, the ayor said, 
had been returned with the notation 
that the addressees could not be 
found. There were no replies from 
twenty-five: and twenty-eight in their 
replies refuséd to name a price. Only 
eight of the whole number answered 


reasonable price offered by the city.’’' 
The Mayor expressed indignation

YARMOUTH, England, Sept. 26 |

CHANG OPENS DOOR 
10 FOREIGN GAPITAL 


Guarantees Safety of Invest- 
Seen as Answer to Japan. 
UNITY WITH CHINA DISTANT 


Mukden Expects Waiting Policy to 
Prove Profitable Until South- 
ern Turmoil Ceases.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Sept. 26.— 
Definite abandonment of the policy 
of exclusion in general of foreign in- 
vestments and swinging wide the 
open door, particularly to American 
capital and enterprise, has been an- 
nounced by Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang. 

“From now on,’’ said Manchuria’s 
ruler in an interview last night, ‘‘for- 
eign capital will be welcomed to help 
develop Manchuria’s lands, mines, 
forests and railways in full coopera- 


tion with Chinese capital and au- 
thorities. Although in the past for- 
eign land ownership and develop- 
ment of resources anywhere in China 
was possible only through special 
concessions, often obtained under a 
treaty of duress, Manchuria now de- 
parts from this exclusion policy and 
welcomes foreign investment from 
any source so long as it is not made 
with political motives or political 
strings attached. The Government is 
now eager for foreign capital and 
skill to assist in developing Man- 
churia’s rich resources and is will- 
ing to guarantee the maintenance of 
law and order, freedom from oppres- 
sive taxation and the usual security 
for such investments under interna- 
tional laws and treaties.’’ 


, Silent on Yamamoto Offer. 


While the young successor to 
Chang Tso-lin refused all comment 
on the proffer last week of Mr. 
Yamamoto, Japanese President of 


the South Manchuria Railway, in- 
viting American capital to participate 
in the road’s subsidiary enterprises 
under a guarantee of a 7 per cent. 
return for the next ten years, the 
general feeling of Mukden official- 
dom does not approve of that proj- 
ect, its sentiment reflecting hostility 
that balked the Lamont loan to the 
railway last Spring. Most Chinese 
entertain deep feeling that foreign 
money invested through Japanese 
channels serves to perpetuate the 
Japanese political position here and 
regard as a slight intimation of this 
Japan’s guarantee to make her Man- 
churian enterprises sound. 
Investigation of the political situa- 
tion shows the growth of stability 
since the settlement of the Chihli- 
Shantung remnants question. Chang 
Hseuh-liang holds his place as com- 
mander of the armies and head of 
the Peace Preservation Council, con- 
sisting of seventeen members named 
by him. Yang Yu-ting is not a mem- 
ber. The body henceforth is self- 
perp The Government of 
anchuria is entirely independent of 


viding for a General Assembly for 
the three provinces, consisting of ten 
members from each province with a 
term of six months, These ten are 
elected by the provincial assemblies 
of the three provinces, three from 
each province to be continuously 
resident in Mukden even when the 
General Assembly is not meeting. 


Unity With Nanking in Disfavor. 


Although Chang Hseuh-liang has 
avoided politics, it is authoritative- 
ly learned that Manchurian leaders, 
except Yang Yu-ting, no longer re- 
gard unity with Nanking with fer- 
vor. The instability, lack of tangible 
achievement in na proper and 
the known discontent and disillusion- 
ment of the people there have com- 
bined to induce favoring a waiting 
poticy. It is unlikely that the Na- 
ionalist flag will b> hoisted here in 
November or any time soon. Al- 
though there is universal disavowal 
of any intention ever to sever from 
China, conservative views prevail 
that there is little likelihood of an 
formal unity of government until 
the Nanking or som- other central 
régime is well established and proved 
to be enduring. The open door to 
foreign investments, an entirely in- 
dependent Manchurian move to es- 
tablish a Manchurian Supreme 
Court, and other signs point to ar 
indefinite period of watchfulness and 
aloofness. 

Unofficial spoxesmen for the Muk- 
den régime declare it would be folly 
to become embroiled in the instabil- 
ity and turmoil south of the Great 
Wall and the wisest policy is to de- 
vote efforts to the development of 
Manchurian prosperit; and then, 
when the time for unification comes, 
Manchuria, as the richest and most 
powerful part of China, naturally 
would have a dominating voice in 
the terms of union. A return to 
Chang Tso-Lin’s policy as far as 
China proper is concerned is viewed 
with disfavor, such a course being 
considered merely a drain’ on Man- 
churian wealth. At present Muk- 
den’s only connection with Nanking 
is the transmittal there of all corre- 
spondence of a foreign diplomatic 
character. 


Jealous of Revenue Control. 


There is definite oppusition in all 
circles to any eventual unification 
which would permit Nanking or any 
other central authority to send offi- 
cials to take Manchurian poe or to 


have authority over anchurian 
revenues. On al] sides provincial 


central government scheme -for- all 
China approved here is one which 
would permit each province to con- 
tribute voluntarily a fixed annual 
sum to maintain the central govern- 
ment. 

It is definitely known that Japan 
is willing to barter woos extra-terri- 
toriality outside the railway zone in 
return for ratification of a portion 
of her twenty-one demands of 1915 
concerning land leasing and permis- 
sion to extend the irin Railway 
eastward to tidewater in Northeast 
Korea. If Chang Hsueh-liang’s open 
door statement regarding invest- 
ments applies to Japan as well as to 
other nations knotty problems are 
certain to arise over purchases made 
in 1915 and never approved. Polit- 
ical circle interpret the Yamamots 
scheme to.attract American capital 
under a South Manchuria Railway 
guarantee as intended to be a bul- 
wark against Russian aggression 
and insurance inst any Chinese 
effort to drive 
the field. The same circles interpret 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s open door an- 
nouncement today as a countermove 
to attract foreign support for his ef- 
forts.to check further expansion of 
the Japanese position.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 26.—With a 
genuine embrace and a pat on the 
back, in: proper Mexican style, Emi- 
lio Portes: Gil received the foreign 
correspondents today when they vis- 
ited the present Secretary of the In- 
terior to pay their respects to him 
as Mexico’s future Provisional Presi- 
dent and to congratulate him on his 
unanimous selection by both Senators 
and Deputies last evening. As-they 
departed, Sefior Portes Gil again em- 
braced the newspaper men. 

The correspondents found the man 
‘who will succeed President Calles on 
Dec. 1 in the modest office he occu- 
pies in the palatial building of the 
Ministry of the Interior. Apparently 
he will remain at his post until a few 
days before President Calles installs 
him as his successor at the national 
palace on Dec. 1. 

Senor Portes Gil was surrounded 
by several commissions of Senators, 
Deputies and other political interests 
when thé correspondents arrived at 
the Ministry, but the foreigners were 
received after only ten minutes’ de- 
lay and greeted with notable warmth. 

The Provisional Frese ery told 
the correspondents that when he as- 
sumed office he would always be 
available for consultations 

In view of the fact that Sefor 
Portes Gil had a veritable flood of 
callers, come to congratulate him, 
the correspondents did not question 
him on his political views or on his 
proposed program. 


Impressed by Personality. | 


The personality of Sefior Portes Gil 
impressed the correspondents as be- 
ing a strong one. He does not talk 
much, but his square face and strong 
jaw seem to evidence a strength 
of character which will reveal it- 
self further when Mexico’s future 
ruler takes office. He looked like 
a man who intends to put his heart 
and soul and strength into settling 
Mexico’s problems, as he said he 
would do when he was informed 
last evening of his election. 

He stated that he would observe 
the main principles of the Calles gov- 
ernmental progray> #nd that he in- 
tended that the country during his 
term should enjov liverty, order and 
aemocratic government. 

He said today that he had received 
a thousand congratulations, but that 
he had received them ‘‘mechanica!- 
ly,”’ as he had scarcely realized yet 
the enormous responsibility whics 
wor’ fall upon him.

Sefior Portes Gil takes the Presiden- 
tial chair.

nominee. 


Generals Pledge Support. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 26 (?).—Tele- 
grams from military chieftains, the 
generals commanding in the States 
and important districts began to 
come in tonight, pledging support to 
Senor Portes Gil as Provisional Pres- 
ident-elect. He received many other 
felicitations during the day from all 
parts of Mexico and abroad. 

An official decree was presented 
today ordering that ‘‘Citizen Attor- 
ney Portes Gil will present himself 
in Congress at noon, Nov. 30, to take 
oath of office.” 

It was signed by President Calles 
and by Senor Portes Gil himself as 
Secretary of the Interior.

NATIONS ASKED TO ADHERE 


Arms Commission Chairman _ tn- 
structed to Inform Powers of 


Negotiations’ Progress, 


By WYTHE WILLIAMS. 


GENEVA, Sept. 26.—Following the Pi 


Assembly’s closing, the League’s 
executive body—the Council—carried 
into force the Assembly’s resolu- 
tions rapidly this afternoon by going 
through thirteen points on the 
agenda almost without discussion. 
Two main features are outstanding 
-—the concrete effect to be given to 
disarmament and the development of 
the non-aggression and conciliation 
resolution. 

As regards disarmament the Coun- 
cil accepted the Assembly resolution 
and added in carefully considered 


and precice terms the instructions to 
be given the Preparatory Commis- 
sion’s President, Dr. J. J. Loudon. 

The Dutch Ambassador in Paris 
must keep in contact with the Gov- 
ernments so that he may be informed 
of their negotiations’ progress. He 
thus may be able to convene the 
Preparato Commission ‘‘in any 
case’’ at the beginning of 1929. In 
other words, the principal responsi- 
bility in the League’s disarmament 
affair and interest in it will he 
focused around the person of Dr. 
Loudon and shifted on the big Pow- 
ers’ shoulders. 


His Task No Easy One. 


So far as known his task will not 
be of the easiest if it is considered 
that Dr. Loudon has not up to now 
been made acquainted even with the 
original text of the Franco-British 
naval agreement. This I understand 
will be done as soon as France and 
‘Britain have received the United 
States and Italian opinion on the 
agreement. 


The other question involving the 
whole of the arbitration and security 
problems will certainly be looked 
upon in the future as the ninth As- 
sembly’s chief achievement. The 
esta ent by the League of a 
general arbitration and security con- 
vention has been incorrectly called 
these days ‘‘a revival of the 1924 
Protocol.”” In reality what is called 
by the Assembly a ‘‘general act’’ has 
not anything in common with the 
Protocol, inasmuch as it does not 
contain sanctions and needs no 
a to the League Cove- 


nant. 

Despite this, it is the most im- 
portant genera] convention worked 
out the League and is meant, as 
the Greek delegate, Nicolas Politis, 
pointed out in his report, to com- 
plete the pact outlawing war. 

There could have been some doubts 
about this ‘‘general act’s’’ ey, ea 
tance if today’s Council decisions had 
not stressed the possible far-reaching 
repercussion of it. Proceeding from 
the firm conviction that effective 
machinery for insuring peaceful set- 
tlements is the most essential ele- 
ment in the cause of security and 
disarmament, the Council invited Sir 
Eric Drummond, the League General 
Secretary, to communicate the gen- 
eral act and three model bilateral 
conventions on conciliation, arbitra- 
tion and judicial settlement to all

MACKEY APPEALS TO WOMEN

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—A po- 
lice captain and twenty-three of his 
former subordinates, placed. under 
arrest shortly before midnight last 
night amid dramatic circumstances 
and marched off to a cell room in 
City Hall, were held in bail for court 
this afternoon on charges of extor- 
tion and bribery in connection with 
the Special Grand Jury’s investiga- 
tion of bootlegging and police graft 
in Philadelphia. 

Captain Charles Cohen, former 
commander of the Fourth Street and 


Snyder Avenue police district, was 
held in $15,000 bail. An additional 
charge of conspiracy was placed 
against him, and against District De- 
tective Albert — “‘collector’’ for 
the Captain, and Policeman Frank 
DeRose, who stestified that he had 
substituted as collector on one oc- 
casion, 

Cohen fs the third police comman- 
der within a week to be suspended, 
arrested, arraigned and held for 
court under heavy bail for alleged 
complicity with ‘‘racketeers.’? That 
he will not be the last was the inti- 
mation of District Attorney John 
Monaghan. 

The evidence presented against the 
men was gleaned from witnesses who 
testified that protection money was 
“aid by the operator of a seventy- 
Sh, acon still in South Philadel- 
phia.

DRY AGENT REPORTED 
AS A SPY IN PRISON 


Mrs. Willebrandt and Warden 
Snook at Atlanta Silent on 
‘Undercover’ Story.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 26.—With 
every one connected with the case 
maintaining silence, Department of 
Justice agents today continued their 
investigation of the conduct of the 
Atlanta Federal nitentiary, and 
newspaper men and others interested 
sought further news of Peter Han- 
sen, who is reported to have been a 
Federal “‘undercover’? man, sent to 
the Atlanta Federal penitentiary to 
serve a year’s sentence for alleged 





violations of the prohibition laws, 
but in reality to learn what goes on! 
behind prison bars. 

Hansen, No. 26,206, was committed | 
to the Atlanta Fedéral Prison from! 
Detroit on Jan. 6 of this year. A few 
months later Thomas C. Wilcox, a 
De ent of Justice agent, came 
to the prison here to interview him. 

Almost immediately following that 
interview Hansen was transferred to 
the Leavenworth Prison. No official 
records of his commitment’ have 
been found in Michigan courts. 

During the time that Hansen com- 
municated by cipher, it is said, with 
an Ed Sweitzer, who lives at 1,549 
Clarke Avenue, Detroit, Wilcox ad- 
mits that this was at one time his 
residence. 

Government agents in Detroit, ac- 
cording to dispatches received here, 
have admitted that Hansen was at 
one time a Department of Justice 
agent and before that a prohibition 
agent.

PLANS VERTICAL START 
FOR ‘WINDMILL’ PLANE 


British Company Will Build 12- 
Passenger Autogiro if New 
Device Succeeds. 








Wireless to THe New York TIMES. ' 
LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Cierv: 
Autogiro Company, which construct- 


ed the “windmill’’ plane in which 
Sefior de la Cierva himself crossed 
the Channel, only to crash later in 
France, is now building an autogiro 
which will be able to make an al- 
most vertical ascent from a standing 
start. 

The present autogiros can make 
safe vertical descents and once they 
take-off they fly almost straight up, 
but an abnormally long run has 
hitherto been necessary to give the 
rotors the required speed for a sus- 
tained flight. The company has now 
found a device to drive the rotors 
at the required speed before the | 
machine starts. 

If the device proves as successfui 
as is hoped, a twelve-passenger auto- | 
giro will be built which, it is expect-| 
ed, will fly at 130 miles an hour and | 
will take-off and land on a space 100! 
yards square. Such a machine} 
would be ideal for flying in fog and 
bad weather.

He added that an extensive tour of 

the Latin-American nations on his 

way home from Chile showed him 

that everywhere the most cordial 

ware a existed toward the United 
es. 


“T would first like to say that my 


esteem for Chile is based upon a 
seven years’ acquaintance with the 
coun and its people,” he said, 
“and I assure you that our relations 
@re on an absolutely firm basis of 
clear understanding and mutual re- 
spect.”’ 

He was impressed by the develop- 
ment of Lima and rural districts of 
Peru. 

‘“‘There are good roads, sewers, and 
everywhere the modern tendency,’ 
he said. ‘‘The port of Guayaquil in 
Ecuador was once the pest hole: of 
the world, but thanks to United 
States engineers, it is now entirely 
healthful and the spirit of progress 
has touched that city.”’ 

Quito, Mr. Collier said, had also 
changed a great deal, now having 
fine paved streets and modern hos- 
pitals. He said that 50 per cent. of 
the cacao trees were affected by a 
blight and the bananas and cocoanut 
palms by disease, which the Govern- 
ment was fighting. 

“‘Colombia, however, is now show- 
ing greater progress than I have ever 
geen anywhere in the world at any 
time,” he asserted. ‘‘The natives are 
hustlers, which I didn’t expect in 
such a tropical climate. Colombia 
is a rich, fertile country. The money 
they are borrowing from the United 
States is being well spent in things 
which are money making, directly 
or indirectly.

THIS YEAR THE DEMOCRATS’ SHOULD 
NOMINATE: A’ PROTESTANT -FOR 
GOVERNOR.OF NEW YORK 





It is said that the Democratic leaders of New York 
State are.in a quandary whom to recommend for the 
nomination of Governor in case Attorney General Al- 
bert Ottinger is nominated by the Republicans. Some 
Democratic leaders seem to think that in order to defeat 
the Attorney General, who is of Jewish faith, they 
should nominate a man of the same religious faith, and 
among those mentioned are Nathan Straus, Jr., Colonel 
Herbert H. Lehman and Justice Mitchell May. 

All are fine men and very capable. Nathan Straus, 
Jr., former Senator, who made a’fine record in the 
Legislature and who is the son of‘one of our very great- 
est citizens, defeated Ottinger for the Senate in 1920, 
in spite of the fact that it was a Presidential year, when 
Harding was elected. His vote, or that of Colonel Leh- 
man or Judge May, both outstanding men in this State, 
would, of course, be very strong if running against Mr. 
Ottinger. 

But THE STANDARD UNION does not believe 
that a candidate belonging to the Jewish faith need or 
should be nominated this year just because the opposi- 
tion party may do so. We believe the Jewish voter in 
Greater New York who belongs to or believes in the 
Democratic party recognizes that his party in nomi- 
nating Alfred E. Smith for the great office of President 
of the United States has proved its belief in tolerance 
and, therefore, would not wish to have a single step 
taken that would either embarrass Governor Smith or 
which might appear like a selfish request. 

We are sure, therefore, that they would prefer that 
men of Protestant faith, like Franklin Roosevelt, or U. 
S. Senator Robert Wagner, or Surrogate George Win- 
gate, or Park Commissioner Walter Herrick, should re- 
ceive the nomination. 

Because Franklin Roosevelt is both an outstanding 
man of character and ability and comes from up-State 
he would probably be the strongest candidate to run 
this year, when Governor Smith, a New York City man, 
is running for the Presidency. It is stated because he 
is not in robust health that Mr. Roosevelt does not wish 
the nomination. Leading Democrats hope he will re- 
verse his decision, and so far as the vote of the Jewish 
citizens of Greater New York is concerned, they believe 
that every man and woman voting for Governor Smith 
will vote for Franklin Roosevelt, who has so ably cham- 
pioned the Governor for a number of years. 

However, if Mr. Roosevelt cannot be persuaded, 
then, it is felt, Senator Wagner should be drafted. It 
would, of course, be a great sacrifice for him to give up 
the office to which only recently he was elected and in 
which he can serve his country so well. But Senator 
Wagner would be sure to run “neck to neck” with Al- 
fred E. Smith and would be a tower of strength on the 
ticket. 

If Senator Wagner cannot be drafted then Sur- 
rogate Wingate of Brooklyn would have a strong ap- 
peal. His record during the war and since then as Sur- 
rogate of Kings County and one of its leading citizens, 
would make him a very strong candidate. The same 
thing can be said of Commissioner Herrick, who would 
have great strength not only in New York City but up- 
State, where he is well known and highly respected. 

It is certain that the men and women of Jewish 
faith who desire the election of Governor Smith as 
President would be the last to ask that one of their re- 
ligion should be nominated for the Governorship at 
this time. The Democratic leaders should feel assured 
of this and should recommend at:-the State convention, 
to be held in Rochester next week, that the nomiree be 
a man like Franklin, or United States Senator Robert 
Wagner, or Surrogate George Wingate, or Commis- 
sioner Walter Herrick, all of whom are Protestants and 
all of whom are capable men of the highest character.

He has summoned 
coffee men to a meeting this week- 
end at which their problem will be 


discussed. He said that plans would 
be made to use every possible fi- 
nancial and scientific aid.

Harricane Relief Fund Reaches 
$2,256,242, With $5,000,000 
the Minimum Objective.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — The 
West Indies Hurricane Relief Fund 
reached $2,256,242.29 tonight, accord- 
ing to reports from Red Cross chap- 
ters throughout the country. 

Messages reiterating the urgent 
need of obtaining a minimum of 
$5,000,000 as: quickly as possible went 
to many of the chapters today from 
John Barton Payne, Chairman of the 
American Red-Cross, and his .asso- 
ciates. 

The..contributions..reperted from 
chapters ‘in the East total $1,700,- 
968.29; from the Midwest, $399,427, 
and from the Pacific area, $154,174. 

Dewitt Smith, Assistant to Vice 
Chairman Fieser, who is in charge 
of Red Cross relief:in Florida, has 
just completed a survey of the situa- 
tion in West Palm Beach, Lake- 
worth, Belle Glade, South Bay, Pa- 
hokee, Canal Point and the territory 
intervening between West Palm 
Beach and these places and reported 
to Mr. Fieser today as follows: 

‘“‘No one knows the number who 

erished here in the hurricane, but 

e death list is certainly appalling. 
Efforts to obtain an accurate total of 
deaths are complicated because of a 
considerable temporary population 
brought in as farm laborers and ap- 
parently there are no records. by 
which the missing can be checked. 

“Tt appears certain that the exact 
number of those who perished will 
never be known and many bodies 
will, doubtless, never be recovered. 
In my judgment 1,000 is a conserva- 
tive estimate of the number killed. 

“The destruction at Belle Glade 
and South Bay is practicaly complete 
and at Pahokee very great. anal 
Point fared considerably better be- 
cause it escaped the flood waters, 
although the wind and rain caused 
much damage, 

“The destruction in outlying terri- 
tory from*South Bay to Canal Point 
is practically complete, there being 
now no evidence of former habita- 
tion except almost unrecognizable 
débris littering the countryside.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (#).—How- 
ard W. Selby,.Chairman of the West 
Palm Beach chapter of the Red 
Cross, arrived in Washington. today 
to make a personal appeal at the 
national headquarters for more and 
speedier aid to hurricane sufferers. 

Mr. Selby, with W. A. Payne, West 
Palm Beach newspaper man, and 
Cooper lightBown,.former Mayor of 
Palm Beach, described the situation 
to Chairman Payne. 

‘“‘We have been unable to put across 
to the country the desperate circum- 
stances we are in,’ . Selby said, 
adding that ‘‘the tragedy is literally 
indescribable. The belief throughout 
the country is that the Florida storm 
damage was about the same as in the 
1926 hurricane. As a matter of fact 
it is twice as great. 

“In Palm Beach County alone at 
least 2,300 are dead. This can better 
be appreciated when it is realized 
that only 289 lives-were lost in the 
Mississippi Valley disaster last year.

ever saw a game in the Polo 
Grounds. 


Can Take Lead Today. 

The Giants have a chance to 
squirm into first place by nightfall 
today. If they win two games from 
the Cubs while the Cards are losing 
to the Braves, the New York entry 
will lead by one game. Should the 
Giants split even while the Cards 
lose, the two rivals would be in a 
dead heat. Or should the Giants win 
two and the Cards also triumph, they 
would be deadlocked. 

With only four days to go and a 
half-game separating the first and 
second teams, this is the hottest pen- 
nant race that the National League 
has seen in pany a blue moon. It 
is the closest thing to the famous 
race of 1908, when three teams had 
a chance up to the next to last day 
of the season, and the championship 
was decided only by the renowned 
play-off between the Cubs and 
Giants. 

There is a possibility that Sunday’s 
game at the Polo Grounds will tell 
the story, and it is even possible that 
the mnnant race will end in a tie, 
which would compel the Giants and 
Cards to play a three-game series 
for the bunting. In that case, the 
world’s series, scheduled to start a 
week from today, would have to be 
set back at least four or five days. 


Vance Helps the Giants. 


A great deal hinged on yesterday's 
game at Ebbets Field. Had the 
Cards beat the Dazzler, Arthur 
Vance, giving them a lead of a game 
and a half, the Mound City lads 
would have had an imposin 
and the burden of proof would have 
been thrown on e backs of the 
Giants, who would have had to win 
two from the Cubs today to stay in 
the fight.

Wie of Chicago. Left to do battle 
with Mrs. Stetson and Miss Collett 
in the lower half of the bracket are 
Miss Dora W. Virtue, the Canadian 
golfer, and Miss Virginia Wilson of 
Chicago, who captured the Dominion 
title this year. 

The peculiar thing about the whole 
matter is that none of the former 
champions can come together in to- 
morrow’s third and quarter-final 
round. For all that, some interesting 
matches are in prospect, especially 
a resumption of the old feud between 
Mrs. Hurd and Miss Orcuit. The 
other matches will bring Miss Van

the Government.

FINANCING PUBLIC IMPROVE- 


MENTS. 


Mr. OWEN D. YOUNG, © speaking 
before the American Electric Rail- 
way Association in Cleveland, ex- 
plained how to finance electric 
street railways. About the same 
time Mr. JULIUS HENRY COHEN was 
telling the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce of the Port Authority’s 
experience in financing bridges. 
Both speakers can qualify as au- 
thorities. Both addresses, though 
couched in general terms, dealt with 
problems of pressing interest to 
New York City. 

Means of local transportation gen- 
erally in this country, Mr. YOUNG 
thinks, are “more inadequate and 
“unsatisfactory than any other 
“part of our modern machine.” 
Existing facilities need to be mod- 
ernized and extended. That requires 
money. There are two ways to 
raise it: either to encourage private 
capital to invest, or “ through taxa- 
“tion to provide facilities by public 
“ownership.” Mr. YOUNG’S prefer- 
ence ‘is for private initiative, not 
so much because of governmental 
incapacity as for the reason that 
private enterprise must go into the 
market for its capital and thus sub- 
mit to a natural economic check 
on the value of the service rendered. 
“There are those who believe that in 
“this country we can substitute the 
“political check for the economic 
“one,” says Mr. YOUNG. “I do not.” 

There are exceptions to this gen- 
eral principle, as the speaker was 
quick to note. Probably he would 
admit that the emergency presented 
to the City of New York in the 
early days of rapid transit. consti- 
tuted such an exception. The city 
had to come forward with its offer 
of partnership in the enterprise, 
or see its program fail. But 
evils have flowed from it along 
with the. good, and Mr. YOUNG 
doubtless had one of them in mind 
when he referred to the level on 
which the five-cent fare was com- 
monly discussed as a “ disgrace to 
“the intelligence of the American 
“ people. ” 

Bridge building within the City 
of New York is no part of the 
present job of the Port Authority. 
Still, it has had a lot of experience 
with bridges, both in financing and 
construction. Money can be raised 
for new bridges, Mr. COHEN points 
out, through direct municipal initi- 
ative, through.a quasi-public cor- 
poration or by resort to private 
capital. In his address before the 
Fifth Avenue Association the other 
day Mayor WALKER hinted that the 
city might be forced to appeal for 
private aid in developing its pro- 
gram for such improvements, But 
Mr. COHEN cites figures which 
should make the city pause before 
taking any such step. The three 
Staten Island bridges are expected 
to cost the Port Authority $49,300,- 
000 before they can be freed of tolls. 
Mr. COHEN estimates that they 
would have cost $66,800,000 had 
they been financed at the rates of 
interest and amortization commonly 
used by private: capital., 

New. York’s transportation. prob- 
lem is admittedly exceptional. Rapid 
transit fares which would be rea- 
sonable in other cities would. not 
hecessarily"be reasonable here. It 
is perhaps inevitable that the mu- 
nicipality continue to have a large 
stake in its subways. All the more 
important, then, to cry out against 
political excesses: to be vigilant lest, 
Government ownership be trans- 
lated into Government operation, to 
prevent demagogues from playing 
fast and loose with the fare at the

LORD ALLENBY’S VISIT. 


_One man of the World War is 
probably more secure in permanent 
fame than any other, not~- because 
of his military. achievement (though, 
as one military critic of the time 
wrote, his last advance was a bat- 
tle “without a tomorrow,” “a bat- 
tle of dreams,” for all that a gen- 
eral could wish for came to pass), 
but because the scene of his achieve- 
ments was a little land which “en- 
“shrines the most sacred memories 
“and traditions” and. whose very 
names stir deep emotions. He will 
be remembered as the Deliverer of 
the Holy Land, a distinction which 
he will hold almost alone, save for 
association with that picturesque 
figure, Colonel LAWRENCE. The lat- 
ter’s brilliant career ALLENBY made 
possible by implicit. confidence in 
him. ‘When they first met, ALLENBY 
seemed puzzled by this “haggard 
“little man with silk robes and face 
“burned brick red,” explaining what 
seemed a most fantastic scheme, but 
after a little quiet listening he said 
to LAWRENCE’S plea for stores and 
arms: ‘ Well, I will do for you what 
I can.” 

He kept his word, and the sun- 
burnt young man in Arab costume, 
with the Hedjaz camel corps, crept 
around the desert side of the Turk- 
ish Army beyond the Jordan to 
make a rendezvous with ALLENBY’S 
cavalry, which had ridden around 
and back of the other wing, thus 
to give ALLENBY’S victory such an 
artistic completeness, with slight 
loss of life, as no other battle in 
modern history achieved. It was 
this same Commander-in-Chief who 
might have gone like a conqueror 
into Jerusalem with flying banners 
and with trumpets, but who de- 
layed its taking that he might enter 
it without shedding a drop of blood 
within its walls or disturbing a 
stone. When he did enter, it was on 
foot, as one who respected its sa- 
cred history and who in doing so 
unconsciously seemed to fulfill “ the 
cherished prophecy ” of many of the 
Arab rulers: 

He who will save Jerusalem and 
exalt her among the nations will 
enter the city on foot, and his 
name will be ‘‘God, the Prophet’’ 
—Allah Nebi. 

This great leader, whose name will 
be written along with those of the 
warrior-statesmen of ancient times 
and will be remembered as that of 
the Last Crusader, who brought 
peace to the “ City of Peace,” should 
have here both a local and a na- 
tional welcome. He comes to Amer- 
ica as a private citizen, just to see 
the country he has long wished to 
visit and to meet with our veterans 
who shared the perils of the war 
out of which he came with the. loss 
of his only son, but with the admira- 
tion and devotion of those who 
served with him and with the 
gratitude of all Christendom. 


JUNIOR EMPLOYMENT. 


While the problem of getting 
work for men and women without 
charging them unjustly for the ser- 
vice has been engaging the attention 
of the Industrial Survey Commis- 
sion, other agencies have been pre- 
paring reports to be submitted early 
next month on getting work for 
boys and girls. English students of 
unemployment have recently been 
struggling with the same question. 
It is much more serious there than 
here, for most of the boys and girls 
looking for work in England need 
the small wages they may earn for 
their own support, while many in 
this country are merely trying to 
escape from schools or homes in 
which they are badly adjusted. 

What has been done during the 
last seven years by the Vocationa! 
Service for Juniors in New York 
provides a basis for future planning. 
The present background of experi- 
ence has already convinced direc- 
tors of public employment agencies 
that adults and children should be 
handled separately. Offices for 
juniors, with their own staffs, have 
been established by this State’s De- 
partment of Labor in nine continua- 
tion schools. This is a step in the 
right direction, but mere segrega- 
tion is not enough. 

The entire business of dealing 
with youngsters looking for their 
first jobs should be managed along 
lines unsuitable for handling adults. 
The personnel of the junior bureaus 
should be carefully chosen, for the 
director is regarded by a young 
appli¢ant as some one standing be- 
tween a teacher and a parent, and 
probably more influential at the 
moment than either. He must have 
the tact and insight to find out why 
a: boy wants to leave school and go 
to work. Perhaps his parents can 
well afford to send him to high 
school, and temporary difficulties 
may be smoothed out so that educa- 
tion may be continued. Arrange- 
ments for securing financial aid in

‘| mation about the training, .age and 
experience. of..the . applicant, .- but 
should find out if there are special 
aptitudes or ambitions which ought 
to be encouraged. Plans for further 
training or general education should 
go hand in hand with the immediate 
purpose of getting work. 

While a logical development of 
the vocation school system of New 
York would-lead to placement work 
for departing ,pupils, the time for 
that is a long way off. . Meantime, 
the: Junior Employment. Service of 
the Department of Labor has made 
a beginning. It should grow rapidly 
in order to take care of the boys 
and girls who need to be guided into 
work suitable and interesting to 
them and away from the hazards of 
casual. engagements. The sympa- 
thetic oversight of child workers by 
the State calls for a.new provision 
in the next budget of the Depart- 
ment of Labor. It has been esti- 
mated: by the experts of the Voca- 
tion Service for Juniors at about 
$150,000 a year. This would allow 
somewkat higher salaries than the 
present low scale ($1,200-$3,000) for 
the staff, and a higher standard of 
qualifications., In improving pres- 
ent employment conditions and pre- 
venting future unemployment crises 
it would be money well spent. 


THE POLO MIX-UP. 


The reason for selecting athletic 
teams some time before the date of 
a contest is obviously that the mem- 
bers may develop teamwork. Yet 
the repeated unpleasant experiences 
of the Defense Committee of the 
United States . Polo Association 
should set. the committee to think- 
ing about a better way than the one 
which has, for two successive years, 
resulted in personal embarrassments, 
official controversies and clattering 
teacups. Even if the newest Amer- 
ican four, after its indifferent show- 
ing Wednesday, should without 
change of personnel win the Argen- 
tine series and thus justify the 
eleventh-hour shift by the commit- 
tee, personal consideration as well 
as sportsmanship calls for a revised 
method hereafter.

To be sure, there is only one HITCH- 
COocK, as there was only one MIL- 
BURN, but between contestants for 
certain positions: there is frequently 
as narrow a choice as the recent one 
between COWDIN and GUEST which 
has half of Long Island by the ears. 
Why should not the committee des- 
ignate certain players—eight, nine 
or ten if they are in the contest—as 
the official American squad, waiting 
until the night before the first in- 
ternational game to name the team 
that is to take the field? In the trial 
matches one four could be played to- 
gether as long as seemed expedient, 
but its official character need not be 
publicly established until the whistle 
blew for the opening game. Should 
the developments in it justify a 
change, the new players could be 
taken from the official squad. If a 
third game were necessary, other 
changes could be made. All the 
players who had participated in the 
contest—and there might be more 
than four—would be designated 
after the series as the United States 
team. And to be on the official 
Squad would mean availability up to 
the final whistle of the final game. 
Against this plan, which is fol- 
lowed by such other handlers of 
high-spirited men as _ football 
coaches, the argument is made that 
to defer naming the official line-up 
until the night before the game 
would result in frazzled nerves. But 
what could frazzle nerves of players 
so muchas the recent committee 
shifts? How could waiting injure a 
player’s morale half as much as be- 
ing assured—and. published and 
photographed—as an unchangeable 
member of the United States team, 
and then being twice supplanted? 


THE RED CROSS FUND. 


President CoOLIDGE has said of the 
American Red Cross that ‘“‘ more’and 
“more each year it has become a 
“ symbol and expression of the divine 
“sympathy which exists in every 
“human being.” To do its work of 
relieving sufferers from the hurri- 
cane in Porto Rico, the Virgin Is- 
lands and Florida, the Red Cross 
has asked for a minimum of $5,000,- 
000. It is already apparent that this 
amount will not be sufficient. -The 
Presidential campaign must not be 
permitted to divert attention from 
the condition of the stricken people 
in Porto Rico and Florida. First 
accounts of the disaster in Porto 
Rico exaggerated both the loss of 
life and the damage to the sugar, 
tobécco and ‘citrus-fruit industries, 
but with every report from Florida 
the casualties mount and the number 
of the homeless and destitute grows. 
In the hurricane of Sept. 18, 1926, 
the dead were 370 in Florida, and 
17,000 families had to be fed, housed 
and rehabilitated. The Red Cross 
asked for. $5,000,000, but by Oct. 1 
the relief fund was $2,000,000 short, 
partly because speculators in Florida 
minimized the damage done, Ghair- 
man PAYNE of the Red Cross de- 
nounced them: HENRY M. BAKER, a 
national director, declared that it 
was the first time the Red Cross 
had failed to obtain the sum re- 
quired in the presence of a great 
disaster. 

It is to be hoped that no such un- 





pleasant incident..will. interfere with 
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September, 1928.. It seems to have}. 
been.the most destructive ever known 
in both the West Indies. and Florida. 
The first appeal was for $5,000,000 
for relief in both Porto. Rico and 
Florida, though the loss of life and 
ruin in Florida alone are far greater 
than, in 1926. Governor TOWNER 
reports , that in. seventy-one of the 


seventy-six municipalities in Porto]. 


Rico. the dead .are 224, with ten 


missing.. The original estimate of} . 


400,000 homeless cannot’ be far 
wrong, fora late report says that’ 
in thirty-eight municipalities there 
are 284,000 persons without shelter. 
Rationing on a large scale is neces- 
sary. Sickness is widespread; no less 
than 15,000 cases of influenza have 
been reported. Florida’s dead ex- 
ceed 2,300, according to a state- 
ment made by the Palm Beach Chap- 
ter of the Red Cross. Between forty 
and forty-five thousand people need 
assistance. “These figures,” it is 
said, “‘do not include all those who 
“may be destitute in the submerged 
“areas around Lake Okeechobee.” 
The emergency calls for prompt 
and liberal giving. It would be de- 
plorable if in the presence of so 
much suffering the Red Cross were 
to fail in its appeal for help. It 
may. be necessary to increase New 
York’s quota of $750,000, of which 
about two-thirds have been provided. 
Checks and money may be sent to 
the American Red Cross at 598 Mad- 
ison Avenue. 








A CREATOR OF PUBLIC TASTE. 


The free-silver campaign was just 
dawning, and the “mauve decade” 
was in its final lustrum when ‘RICH- 
ARD F. OUTCAULT, an illustrator in 
The World office, made an adven- 
ture in comic drawing which began 
an epoch that seems far from ending 
thirty-three years. thereafter. He 
fashioned what we now know as a 
“ comic strip,” though its humor was 
contained in one rectangle, and the 
title was “ Hogan’s Alley.” In this 
imaginary purlieu an ancestor of 
FONTAINE Fox’s “ Mickey McGuire ” 
tossed dead cats and brickbats about, 
and later—in The New York Journal 
—this terrible infant became ‘“ The 
Yellow Kid.” The light literature, 
song and drama of America, and the 
talk of children, felt that influence 
for ten years. 

“The Yellow Kid” had his own 
rough day, and then from Mr, OUT- 
CAULT’S brush a better-born descen- 
dant came, the immortal ‘ Buster 
Brown.” With his dog, “ Tige,” 
namesake of a million pets of Amer- 
ican boys for a generation, he was 
an entertaining feature of The New 
York Herald and had a popularity 
not before known in: the world of 
comic art. He did not live in an alley, 
as did the Yellow. Kid; he played 
his pranks amid gentle surroundings 
to the consternation of his pretty 
mother and the delight of count- 
less surreptitious imitators through- 
out the, United States. Clothes 
were named for him; children were 
proudly called “ Buster”; indeed, one 
yet survives on the motion picture 
screen. Almost until the great war 
came to Burope, and comedy be- 
came adult and grim, to be suc- 
ceeded by the definite ‘“ wise-crack- 
ing” variety, ‘“ Buster Brown” and 
“Tige” were the favorite Sunday 
reading in many American homes. 

They died before their creator did, 
but the journalistic enterprise they 
and their gamin predecessor insti- 
tuted has become one of the leading 
outputs of American newspaper 
workers. Syndicates have spread 
these characters for simultaneous 
publication all over the country, and 
even in some parts of Europe they 
are to be seen with strange lan- 
guages ballooning from their mouths. 
To few men has there been vouch- 
safed the inventive genius to father 
an enduririg public taste. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


At the end of 
September in the 
Presidential cam- 
paign of 1924 the 
Wall. Street ‘‘bet- 
ting odds” were reported as 3 to 1 
on Cooumwwce; at the same date in 
1920 they were 4 to 1 on HarbDING. 
There is* naturally widespread in- 
quiry what is the present state of 
the political wager market, but the 
inquirers' have met with disappoint- 
ment. 

In Wall Street itself they are in- 
formed that this year there is no 
Wall Street betting. market. In- 
dividual wagers are doubtless made. 
In other campaigns it has been the 
concentration of money in the hands 
of financial houses undertaking 
to act as “betting commissioners’’ 
which determined the prevailing 
odds. The aggregate amount was 
large, and, since the identity of the 
principals was kept secret, it was 
possible even for individuals in touch 
with confidential information at 
either party headquarters to bay a 
hand. 

Wall Street’s explanation for the 
absence of an organized market of 
the kind: this year is partly that the 
Stock Exchanges have officially dis- 
countenanced action as “betting 
commissioners’ by their members, 
partly that participation in the bet- 
ting market itself, four years ago, is 
said to’ have had unsatisfactory re- 
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sults. Whether the present ‘condi- | 


tion of things will continue during 
the rest of the campaign, when pub- 
lic interest is rising to a climax, is 
not known. The Wall Street ‘“Presi- 
dential odds’’ at the end of Septem- 
ber for many sfecades. past turned 
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to “fry the fat out of the. magiu- 
facturers.’’ *

responsibility prevailing. among hus- 
bands and wives, coming back 
from a tour in. Europe. Sometimes 
it is the wife who is expected to do 
the smuggling, | sometimes the hus- 
band. Neither of them. receives the 
courtesy of the port, when they are’ 
found out. One wonders if they: are 
even able to keep up courteous rela- 
tions after they reach home.

Arthur E. Stilwell, railroad builder, 
who was formerly President of the 
Kansas City, Pittsburgh & Gulf Rail- 
road and other lines, died yesterday

of 68. He had been in poor health 
for the last six years and had not 
been active in business since 1916. 
He is survived by his widow, who 
was Miss Jennie A. Wood at their 
marriage forty-nine years ago. 

The career of Mr. Stilwell was ex- 
traordinary. Not only did he engage 
in a variety of enterprises on a large 
scale, but long after the main work 
of his life was done he astonished 
all. but his intimate friends by an- 
nouncing that .he had been guided in 
all his undertakings the advice 
of spirits.-Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 
on hearing these revelations, said 
that Mr. Stilwell had been through 
the y hpags psychical experiences of 
any living man. 

e first road built Mr. Stilwell 
was the Kansas City Belt Line. He 
then essayed a more ambitious proj- 
ect, a road from Kansas City to the 
Gulf of Mexico. The idea, as he later 
revealed, came to him from spirits, 
who, when he started to provide a 
terminal at Galveston, warned him 
that that city would be devastated by 
a storm, so he swung his road away 
from Galveston to another point. 
Four days after the completion of his 
line Galveston was swept by a hurri- 
cane and a tidal wave. 

The port that Mr. Stillwell con- 
structed on the Gulf, making huge 
excavations for the harbor and ship 
canal, is now the rm grt! point and 
trading centre of Port Arthur. The 
canal, harbor and city form the chief 
monument to the restless energy of 
their builder. Yet, in spite of the 
many difficulties overcome. the rail- 
roal, the Kansas City, Pittsburgh & 
Gulf, later known as the Kansas City 
Southern, went into the hands of a 
receiver. 

Later Mr. Stilwell embarked on an- 
other vast railroad venture, the 
building of the shortest line from 
Kansas to the Mexican National 
Railroad. He received a concession 
from Mexico through an undeveloped 
section rich in mineral and timber 
resources and previously inaccessible, 
but he was handicapped by revolu- 
tionary disturbances, crop failures 
and constantly increasing labor and 
material costs. The road never quite 
reached completion and its financial

REV, JOHN B. YOUNG, 
NOTED JESUIT; DIES 


One of the Greatest Authorities 
on Church Music and Com- 
__ piler of Roman Hymnal. 


WAS HONORED BY THE POPE 


Founded the Famous Boy Choir at 
St. Francis Xavier’s, Where He 
Served for Fifty Years. 


The Rev. John B. Young, S. J., 
one of the greatest American author- 
ities on church music, who was con- 
nected with the Church of St, Francis 
Xavier in this city for half a century, 


died early yesterday morning in the 
Jesuit Rest House at Monroe, N. Y., 
at the age of 74. He celebrated his 
golden jubilee as a Jesuit in October, 
1922. Services will be held at St. 
Francis Xavier’s, West Sixteenth 
Street, at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. 

For his work in the cause of 
church music Father Young was ap- 


pointed to the Papal Commission for 
the revision of ritual music in the 
Roman Catholic Church. He com- 
piled the Roman Hymnal, a standard 
work for Catholic devotions and 
ritual, and in 1883 he founded the 
famous boy choir at St. Francis 
Xavier’s, which, at its best, was con- 
sidered inferior only to that of St. 
Peter’s in Rome. e was the author 
of the Justine Ward method of teach- 
¢ Gregorian chant which is now 
widely used. For n fifty years 
Father Yo directed the music of 
Francis Xavier's and by his high 
ideals raised the standard of church 
music throughout the United States. 
In addition to his musical labors 
Father Young also held many im- 
rtant offices in the parish of St. 
rancis Xavier, such as Father Min- 
ister to the Community, Director of 
the Parochial School, Professor in 
the College, and he had been spiri- 
tual adviser to a host of parishioners. 
He was born in Alsace-Lorraine and 
was ordained a priest at Woodstock, 
Md., in 1877. ‘or the last six years 
he had been in poor health and had 
resided at the t House. 


WILL STAIN THE HANDS |

MANAGUA, Sept. 26-—For the 
purpose of preventing repeaters in 
the November election here every 
voter will be marked on the hand 
with a chemical stain as he casts his 
ballot, in accordance with a unani- 
mous decision reached yesterday by 
the National Election Board, of 
which General McCoy is the Chair-

Details of the method to be used 
in marking the voter are withheld 
for the present by the board because 
of the danger that both political 
parties might try to mark their op- 
ponents in advance of election day 
to prevent them from voting. The 
nature of the chemical solution to 
be used is also kept secret. 

To avoid misunderstanding by 
ignorant voters the board has issucd 
2 statement explaining that the 
chemical used will be harmiess and 
that the mark would disappear 
within a couple of days. 

According to a member of the 
American electoral mission, General 
Sandino’s agents are spreading re- 
ports among the Indians that the 
Americans would use chemicals to 
poison the voters. 





Synod Fails Thus Far to Agree on 
Prayer Book Action.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The synod of 
Bishops of the Church of England, 
which convened at Lambeth Palace 
yesterday’ to decide what is to be 
done about Parliament’s rejection of 
the revised prayer book and mean- 
while how public worship is to be 
regulated, has failed this far to 
reach an agreement. 

Unexpected differences of opinion 
are understood to have deve d, 
and though there will be another sit- 
ting tomorrow, it is considered 
doubtful whether even then anything 
but the broadest principles can be 
agreed on.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—The world’s 
most famous private collection of old 
masters—the Six collection of Dutch 
masterpieces in Amsterdam—will be 
auctioned on Oct. 16, and the event 
is certain to attract bidders from 
all parts of Europe and America. 

The Six collection was founded by 
Burgomaster Six, the friend and pa- 
tron of Rembrandt, and the decision 
to sell the collection has resulted 
from the death of Professor Jan Six 
who had kept it together with diffi- 
culty for many years. He. -was 
obliged some time ago to part with 
a valuable picture by Vermeer of 
Delft in order to enable him to keep 
the others until his death. 

The ‘collection, which is valued at 
many hundred thousand pounds, in- 
cludes works by Rembrandt, Pieter 
de Hooch, Ter Borch, Jan Steen, 
Hobbema, Paul Noiter and Maes, 
Most of the pictures were bought di- 
rect from the artists 300 years ago 
by. Burgomaster Six.

GERMANY HAS SURPLUS 





OF 480,900,000 MARKS | 


Excess Since April Is Figured 
After Deduction of Allot- 
ments to States. 


Wireless to THE New YorK Times. . 

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—The surplus in 
the Reich’s revenues for the first 
five months of the present fiscal 
year amounted to 481,000,000 marks 
(about $120,250,000), it was officially 
reported today. 

The ordinary budget from last year 
had a favorable balance of 647,000,000 
marks whcih has been augmented to 
1,007,000.000 by excess receipts since 
April. The extraordinary budget, 
however, at the beginning of the 
year showed a deficit of 430,000,000. 
To this has been added 96,500,000 of 
uncovered expenses in the present 
year, bringing the deficit of the ex- 
traordinary budget up to 526,800,000. 

The actual net surplus of the Fed- 
eral Treasury, therefore, is 480,900,- 
000 marks (about $120,225,000). 

Tax receipts allotted to the Federal 
States amounting to 85;000,000 marks 
already have been distributed since 
the first of this month.

WALSKA SUBMITS 
CUSTOMS APPEAL 


Both She and McCormick Say 
She Has Lived. Abroad 
With His Consent. 


SO AGREED AT MARRIAGE 


Commissioner at Washington Indi- 
cates She Has Ground for Protest 
on $1,000,000 Levy. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—The cus- 
toms division of the Treasury De- 
partment was called upon today to 
determine whether Ganna Walska, 
the Polish opera singer and wife of 
Harold F. McCormick. of Chicago, 
must pay duty on clothing and 
jewelry now held by the customs 
authorities at New York, if she is to 
bring them into this country. 

H. D. Bulkley, counsel for the 
singer, appeared today before Cus- 
toms Commissioner Ernest W. Camp 
and sought to prove that Paris was 
the residence of Mme. Walska and 
that, therefore, her es prop- 
erty should be released. It was stat- 
ed at the hearing that the clothing 
and jewelry of Mme. Walska was 
valued at about $2,500,000, and that 
the customs duties would be more 
than $1,000,000. 

Mr. Bulkley indicated that if the 

decision of the Treasury Department 
was adverse most, if not all, of the 
property would be. sent back to 
Paris. The point at issue is whether 
Mme. Walska can legally maintain 
residence in France, although her 
husband is an American citizen. 
At the hearing Commissioner Camp 
cited several decisions, one of which 
held that when relations between 
husband and wife are amicable, the 
wife cannot legally establish resi- 
dence apart from her husband. The 
contention was made by Mr. Bulk- 
ley, however, that this decision did 
not fit the Walska case. 


Never Lived Here, Says Lawyer. 


Mr. Bulkley contended further that 
the: fact that the singer had never 


lived in the United States should be 
taken into consideration. She had 
visited here only twice since her 
marriage to Mr. McCormick in 1922, 
he said, and has no intention of re- 
siding in the United States. 
Mme. alska brought with her 
about sixteen trunks containg jew- 
elry and clothing, and according to 
Mr. Bulkley, should not have made 
a declaration, as she is a non-resi- 
dent. On the jewel a: Mme. Walska 
would have to pay per cent. duty, 
on lace 90 per cent. and on clothing 
from 60 to 75 per cent. She also 
had some property which originated 
in the United States and, therefore, 
is not subject to duty. 

“Mme. Walska,’”’ said Mr. Bulkley, 
“plans to remain in the United States 
abe ut five months to visit her hus- 
band, make a concert tour and to 
extend her perfume and cosmetics 
business in this country. To mipated 
her clear intent of aor pmomagy Sites 
France, she owns a residence ther 
upon which she pays all expenses, 
including taxes, a theatre, a beauty 
shop and a manufacturing establish- 
ment which produces perfume and 
cosmetics. 


Declares Husband Agreed. 


“At the time of her marriage she 
told Mr. McCormick that she would 
not live any place but in France and 
he said: ‘You may.’ 

Mr. Bulkley in asserting that Mme. 
Walska was residing abroad with the 


, consent of her husband, put in an 
affidavit to this effect by the singer 


and also an affidavit by Mr. McCor- 
mick agreeing to the facts set forth 
by his wife and stating that she lived 
abroad with his consent. 

On prior visits to America Mme. 
Walska was not taxed by the cus- 
toms authorities and entered as a 
non-resident, it was said. It also was 
contended that her present residence 
in Europe was not to complete her 
musical education or because of 
health or other factors, but that she

AUTO FATALITIES RISE 
SHARPLY FROM 1927 


Total in 4 Weeks in 77 Cities Was 
620 as Compared With 525 
Last Year.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Seventy- 
seven large cities reported 620 deaths 
from automobile accidents during the 
four weeks ended Sept. 8, compared 
with 525 deaths in the four week 
ended Sept. 10, 1927. 

For the fifty-two weeks ended Sept. 
8 the mortality from automobile ac- 
cidents in the seventy-seven cities 
was 7,327, as against 6,963 in the pre- 
ceding year, indicating, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce said, a recent rate 
of 22.4 per 100,000 population, as 
against 21.6 for the preceding period. 

Chicago, with 77 deaths from auto- 
mobiles, led in the four weeks ended 
Sept. 8, 1928. This figure, compared 
with 55 in the corresponding four 
weeks of 1927 

New York City was second, with 
65 deaths in the four-week period this 
year, or three less than for the cor- 
responding four weeks in 1927. “ef 
the fifty-two weeks ended Se 
aor New York led with 1,089 Inia:

Industry in. Europe.

Representatives 
of the ee ae nations of the 
world probably will be heard and the 
President of the Chamber, under 
whose auspices the gathering will be 
held, is counting upon the support of 
the British, French, German, Italian 
and American members. 

The injection of the influential In- 
ternational Chamber into the film 
problem is of particular importance 
to the American film industry, which 
today is the greatest single sufferer 
at the hands of European cinema 
decrees. So numerous, so compli- 
pei and so transitory are the for- 

— restrictions that the time is rap- 

dly approaching when a situation 
hosdarite upon chaos—certainly for 
the Americans—will be reached. 

In the opinion of competent Amer- 
ican observers abroad the next film 
season, 1929-1930, looms as the most 
.roublesome in the history of the 
American film industry in Europe. 
This opinion is based upon many 
factors; chief among them being the 
results of the recent anti-trade bar- 
riers conference at Geneva, which 
voted to abolish ‘‘frontier’’ film im- 
port restrictions, but left the door 
open for ‘‘internal’’ restrictions. 


Restrictions by Decree. 


At present film restrictions by 


Government decree exist in Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy, 
Austria and Hungary. Of these Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary have so- 
ealled frontier restrictions,. while 
Britain, France and Italy have what 
are considered to be internal re- 
strictions. 

By the terms of the Geneva treaty 
frontier impediments officially pass 
out of existence on Jan. 1, 1930, but 
internal restrictions apparently are 
ete affected by the Geneva conven- 
ion. 

It would appear certain that Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Spain and probably several 
other nations will institute some 
form of internal restrictions not in 
contravention with the letter .of. the 
Geneva treaty. Of all the film-pro- 
ducing countries Poland, Sweden and 
Denmark—which are of minor im- 
portance—are the only ones where 
restrictive measures are not being 
sageyettes A agitated. 

Despite the _ very. excellent work | 


during his visit inat Spring, agita- 
tion against American films is again 
to be observed and there is plenty 
of room for the belief that the 
whole question of the American film 
business in France will have to be 
reconsidered next June when the 60 
per cent. import concession granted 
under the terms of the compromise 
arranged by Mr. Hays expires. 

Instead of renewing the 60 per 
cent. concession, French industry is 
strongly inclined either to revert 
back strictly to the seven to one 
quota, or merely grant half or less 
than half of 60 per cent. 

In Great Britain, America’s. larg- 
est foreign market, the ten-year film 
quota law bids fair to reduce Amer- 
ica’s 90 per cent. participation in 
that market to 60 or under, while 
the. complications of the law show 
signs of increasing the difficulty for 
the American trade. 

In Germany active agitation is 
going on for a 50 per cent. quota on 
American exhibitors from July 1 
next. year, when the present system 
of limited censor licenses is expected 
to terminate. The recent unanimous 
action by the American trade in 
Germany in demanding an open free 
market has served to check if not 
entirely to discourage the 50 per cent. 
quota plan, but even if Germany re- 
tains the present arrangement many 
American companies will continue to 
operate under severe hardships. 

In any event two things are said to 
be said to be certain: First, the im- 
position of some form of restriction 
helping home industry and, second, 
that America will pay. 


State Monopoly Looms in Italy. 
The 10 per cent. Italian quota is 
gradually giving way to a State 


monopoly with the threefold pur- 
pose: First, rehabilitation of the 
Italian industry to its .pré-war place 
in the world markets, for which a 
flexible decree has been provided; 
second, control of all distribution, 
and, third, a monopoly of all film ex- 
hibition. Such a policy cannot but 
seriously injure extensive the Ameri- 
can interests, acording to those in.a 
position to know. 

The Spanish Motion Picture Con- 
gress to’ be held early in October is 
expected to increase the quota from 
5 to 10 per cent., thereby compelling 
American distributers to purchase a 
number of domestic films propor- 
tionate to the number of foreign pic- 
tures to be released. 

The Czechoslovakian Government 
has practically decided that each 
foreign distributer. must buy or- pro- 
duce one domestic film biannually in 
order to double the present produc- 
tive capacity of fifteen films yearly. 
Amseripes dominates this market as 
well. 

It “will therefore be readily seen 
that unless the American industry, 
which today obtains about 25 per 
cent. of its total gross income from 
European markets, formulates a 
united policy and aggressively pro- 
tects its rights it stands in danger 
of losing many millions of. dollars 
Tevenue from a field “which every 
one agrees is merely in the develop- 
ment - stage. 

Hand in hand with these Euro- 
pean restrictions are the successful 
efforts of European producers to 
combine to fight the rGckwerieas. po- 
sition. The extent to which French, 
German, British and other produc- 
ers are now tied up in workin 
agreements for the exchange o 
their pictures and other mu! 
cies would, it is thought, surprise 
many members of the American 
film industry.

At the conclusion of a last 
scene, during which nobility ana 
forbearance do. get rather out of 
hand, the actual murderer, who is 
the Governor’s well-loved son, shoots 
himself to spare his father personal 
shame and_ political humiliation. 
Although acted and produced intelli- 
gently, ‘‘Fast Life’’ somehow falls 
away in the climaxes for which the 
authors have worked so hard. 

It all began with a secret com- 
panionate marriage. Patricia Ma- 
son’s youthful admirers did not 
understand the conditions under 
which she was living with Douglas 
Stratton. After a drunken orgy one 
of her accusers was shot and Douglas 
was found with a smoking pisto 
his hand. As his defenders remarked 
to the Governor -when they made 
their last desperate appeal, it was 
only a youthful accident, scarcely de- 
serving so brutal a conclusion. But 
the Governor, who, by the way, was 
a dead ringer for our own Al Smith, 
could hardly pardon a condemned 
man on such trivial grounds, and 
before long the curtain was up on 
the execution scene. 

Now, even in a frankly hokum 
melodrama, a death-chamber scene 
should make a playgoer’s blood run 
cold.

Conflicting Movement on Stock 


Exchange—Call Money6%, 
Sterling Firmer. 


Further reduction in the Stock Ex- 
change call-money rate to 6 per cent. 
yesterday created surprise in Wall 
Street, because of the approaching 
quarter-day. So many conflicting in- 
fluences are at work in that quarter 
of the money market—among them 
the loss of the dominant position in 
it by the New York banks—that it 
cannot be said, until the month-end 
payments are effected, whether the 
lower rate was due to preparation or 
to the attraction of outside lenders 
by the recent high bid,. or was mere- 
ly a temporary incident. 

The lower call-money market did 
not particularly affect the Stock Ex- 
change, where the day’s activities 
were slightly less than Tuesday’s and 
the course of prices again divided 
between advances and declines. 
Sterling did not move, but a rise in 
the Paris rate to the highest in six 
weeks appeared to indicate further 
steps by the French bank to control 
the market. 

The question of international gold 
movements is being curiously com- 
pilcated by Germany’s action in the 
market. The Bank of England lost 
nearly $4,500,000 gold yesterday; 
which, like the $6,000,000 withdrawal 
from the Bank the day before, was 
stated by London cables to have been 
taken by Berlin. Yesterday’s state- 
ment of the Reichsbank showed that 
the institution’s gold reserve  in- 
creased last-week-a-little more than 
$6,000,000, undoubtedly made up. of 
the $4,000,000 gold announced as 
withdrawn in that week from the 
Bank of England for an ‘“‘unnamed 
buyer” plus about $2,000,000 newly 
arrived Transvaal gold purchased 
for Germany. With this week’s 
equally large takings, Berlin has 
now drawn $35,000,000 gold from 
London since the beginning of Au- 
gust, or more than has been pre- 
dicted for this season’s probable 
shipment to New York. 

In the face of yesterday’s with- 
drawals, the London money market 
was, if anything, easier than the day 
before, This leaves the Bank of Eng- 
land’s purposes greatly in the dark, 
and equal obscurity surrounds the 
question whether the German. requi- 
sitions are the result of a2 settled 
policy at the Reichsbank, or of a 
situation in which London cannot 
settle its current account with Berlin 
except through shipping gold. It is 
interesting to remark that the Ger- 
man gold reserve is now not only

but that the bank has accumulated 
more than $450,000,000 gold since the 
country reformed its currency.

Control of the money market by the 
Federal Reserve Banks could be 
strengthened ‘if municipal’ and State 
bonds were. made eligible for the re- 
discounting privilege, The Index con 
cludes from a survey of credit fac- 
tors which it has made. The publica 
tion, which is the organ of the New 
York Trust Company, says the em 
ployment of credit for loans agains 
securities ‘appears to be justified 
within certain limits in view of dis- 
tinct changes which have taken place 
in American finance in recent yearg. 

“‘A considerable portion of these 
loans,”” The Index says, “is used for 
commercial borrowing, which of late 
has largely been taking the form of 
security issues instead of borrowings 
from .banks. In. addition, foreign 
bond issues have increased heavily. 
The international demand for credit 
has been strong in these post-war 
years, and'an unusually large credit 
reservoir has piled up in this coun- 
try. To bring these two together re- 
quires considerable effort, as invest- 


ors here are not as familiar with 
Overseas securities as the English 
poriics and a substantial amount of 
rokers’ loans is needed to ‘carry’ 
bond dealers during a period of grad- 
ual -disposition of new issues.

The Pennsylvania and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford rail- 
roads, repeated their records of re- 
cent months by announcing yester- 
day increased net returns despite 
lower gross revenues in August and 
the first eights months of the year. 


A decrease of $868,650 in August in 
gross receipts was more than offset 





by a cut of $1,696,058 in operating 
expenses by the Pennsylvania. In; 
the eight months that road over- | 
balanced a loss of $26,460,471 in gross 


revenue by lowering expenses $29,- 
275,684, thereby increasing its net 
Income $2,171,069. 

The New Haven lost $431,146 in 
gross revenues in Au t, but cut ex- 
penses $626,838. In the eight months 
it met a decréase of $2,844,970 in 
gross with a cut of $3,600,591 in ex- 

enses, increasing its net income 

1,087,093. The ratio of expenses to 
revenues was 66.2 in August, against 
69.0 in August, 1927. n the eight 
months it was 71.5, against 73.2 in 
the same period last year. 

These results served further to 
mark the upward trend of railroad 
earnings in the East. The New York 
Central, which in August and previ- 
ous months had reported lower gross 
and net returns, was the chief ex- 
ception to this trend. The Wheeling 
& Take Erie reported increased gross 
and net for August and the eight 
months. 

The upward trend in earnings re- 
ported by the Eastern roads had 
been anticipated by the Western and 
Northwestern roads. Yesterday the 
St. Paul reported an increase of 
$1,207,320 in ss and $1,630,118 in 
net receipts for August and an in- 
crease of $7,046,5 in gross and 
$11,154,947 in net in the eight months. 
The large increases in net reflect in 

art adjustment of items chargeable 

o operations while the road was in 
receivership. 

The Northern Pacific, Great North- 
ern and Chicago North Western re- 
ported increased gross and net in 
August and the eight months.

Few ‘Transactions Closed, but 
Some Deals Are Reported 
to Be Pending.

Garfiel Estate Disposes of Four

Although several deals involving 
important properties in Manhattan 
are known to be pending, there were 
few new contracts of any conse- 
quence .announced yesterday.

Industry Seeks Way to Avoid Trans- 
portation Congestion. 


A conference attended by repre- 
sentatives of the Police Department, 
the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, the Building Trades 


Employers’ Association, and the 
Building Inspection Department was 
held yesterday at the offices of the 
New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, 41 Park Row, to dis- 
cuss the growing problem of traffic 
congestion in the vicinity of build- 
ings under construction. 

eorge H. Pride, Chairman of the 
Vehicular Transportation Committee 
of the Board of Trade, warned those 
present that unless the interested 
parties themselves took steps to 
remedy the situation, the Police De- 
partment would be forced to take 
such action to clear the streets as 
might seriously handicap construc- 
tion work. 

Mr. Pride proposed that contrac- 
tors adopt the practice of making 
the entire ground floor of any build- 
ing under construction available for 
the reception of materials in transit 
to parts of the building where they 
are to be used, and that delivery of 
materials be so timed that there 
will be a minimum of space wasted 
by storing stuff that arrives before 
needed. A meeting will be called 
in the near future for more definite 
action, Mr. Pride said.
